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Six U. §. Experts 
Leave Wednesday 
For Guiana Study

NEW YORK—The six-man 
American expert commission which 
will leave for British Guiana to in- 
vestigate possibilities of refugee 
settlement offered by Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain, as an- 
nounced in the House of Com- 
mons, will sail for British Guiana 
on February 8 on a mission which 
is “entirely exploratory,” George 
Warren, executive secretary of the 
President’s Advisory Committee on 
Refugees, informed the J. T. A. 
The commission’s terms of refer- 
ence provide that it “determine the 
suitability and practicability of 
large-scale colonization in British 
Guiana for involuntary emigrants 
of European origin and the ap- 
proximate number which might be 
settled.” 

Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain, in his November 21 statement, 
said that “at least 10,000 square 
miles” were available, but it was 
later estimated that approximately 
40,000 square miles were available, 
Warren said. This includes a 
stretch of 386,300 square miles, 
practically all of the country from 
5 degrees north latitude to the 
Brazilian border in the west and 
south of Surinam on the east, and 
another 4,600 square miles in the 
northwest district. ore 

The members of the commission 
are Dr. Edward C. Ernst, chairman, 
who is assistant director of the 
Pan-American Sanitary Bureau in 
Washington; Dr. Anthony Dono- 
van, sanitary engineer of the Pan- 
American Sanitary Bureau; Dr. 
Joseph A. Rosen, director of the 
American Jewish Joint Agricul- 
tural Corporation; Colonel Howard 
U. Nichols, engineer on leave from 
the United States Army Service in 
Panama; Emil C. Bataille, coloni- 
zation expert of Newark, and Des- 
mond Holderidge of Baltimore, act- 
ing secretary of the commission. 
The British government has as- 
signed Dr. D. W. Duphie, agricul- 
tural chemist of the department of 
agriculture, Georgetown. 

Warren said that Anthony de 
Rothschild of London had been re- 
quested by the British government 
to assume responsibility for the 
preliminary investigations in Brit- 
ish Guiana. The President’s ad- 
visory committee was collaborating 
with Rothschild because of the 
availability of experts in the 
United States and this country’s 
Proximity to the South American 
colony.

was in progress. The excesses, 
which climaxed a long anti-Semitic 
campaign in certain sections of the 
press, broke out simultaneously in 
several parts of the city.

When police vans 
finally arrived, agitators mounted 
them and delivered inciting!

The literary club meeting was a 
reception in honor of Leon Forem, 
New York Jewish novelist, visit- 
ing here. About 100 Jews were 
present at the meeting when a mob 
launched the attack with a bar- 
rage of stones. The doors and win- 
dows of the building were imme- 
diately barricaded by the Jews with 
desks and other furniture. Police 
arrived on the scene much later and 
assertedly made no move to inter- 
fere. 

Eyewitnesses of the violence said 
the rioters were led by a number 
of Nazi lawyers who are affiliated 
with the German Embassy here.

The report, in who 
preparation more than fifty for- 
eign correspondents, economists, 
historians and political and social 
scientists participated, states that 
anti-Semitism has made little 
headway in organized labor or 
among the farmers. 

Women in general are not anti- 
Semitic, Dr. Johnson says, nor are 
the unemployed, although most of 
the anti-Semitic propaganda has 
been aimed to influence them. A 
factor in undermining anti-Semit- 
ism, in addition to the dislike of 
the Nazi Reich, is the entry of the

NEW YORK—President Roose- 
velt has agreed to accept a copy 
of “Israel’s greatest treasure,” the 
Scroll of the Law, which will be 
presented to him by the National 
Council of Young Israel in recog- 
nition of his humanitarianism and 
defense of human rights, it was 
announced by President Jacob O. 
Zabronsky at she twenty-seventh 
annual youth foundation dinner of 
the organization at the Hotel Com- 
modore, attended by more than 1,- 
500 persons. This is believed to be 
the first time that a President of 
the United States will receive a 
Shefer Torah. It will be covered 
with a velvet cloak on which Mr. 
Roosevelt’s name will be embroid- 
ered in gold and will be housed in 
an especially constructed cedar- 
wood ark. 

The presentation will be made at 
some future date at the White 
House. 

In accepting the award, the 
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Council of Young Israel 


President wrote to Mr. Zabronsky: 
“IT am deeply touched by the action 
of the National Council of Young 


Israel in presenting to me the sec- 
ond annual award of that organi- 
zation. And I appreciate from the 
bottom of my heart the generous 
terms of your letter conveying to 
me your decision to take this ac- 
tion as well as your desire to pre- 
sent me with a copy of Israel’s 
greatest treasure, the Scroll of 
Torah.” 


A special birthday prayer for 
President Roosevelt, in recognition 
of his “superb leadership and his 
deep-rooted love for all humanity,” 
was read last Saturday in seventy 
synagogues throughout the coun- 
try affiliated with Young Israel.

Dominica To Be Set Up

PARIS—A Jewish delegation 
from Czechslovakia, sponsored by 
the Praha Government, arrived 
here to sign an agreement drafted 
by the Dominican Legation in 
Paris providing for admission of 
1,000 Jews to the Dominican Re- 
public to establish a autonomous 
colony. Under the terms of the 
agreement, +h. Te z ro - v7 
mue «rom Moravska-Ostrava, will 
be settled collectively on any land 
they choose under official guaran- 
tee that they can set up their own 
administration and police within 
the existing Dominican laws, pro- 
vided that they pay $100 each for 
visas and $200 landing money for 
each adult. 

The 1,000 comprise 450 Czech 
Jews, 300 Czech Jews from terri- 
tories ceded under the Munich pact 
and 250 Polish Jews who are state- 
less because their passports were 
not renewed by Warsaw. They in- 
clude specialists in fifteen different 
industries. and also physicians, 
land workers, artisans and others 
suitable for establishment of a col- 
lective agro-industrial settlement 
on undeveloped territory. 


The colonists are permitted by 
the Czech Government to take 
along 20,000,000 kronen of their 
capital in foreign currency, pro- 
vided that 30 per cent of the 
amount be deducted for the benefit 
of the Czech treasury. They also 
are permitted to transfer their ma- 
chinery, tools and other movable 
goods.

Chaim Weizmann, president of the 
agency, and including members of 
the agency executive as well as 
Jewish leaders drawn from an ad- 
visory panel of about forty mem- 
bers, which was chosen from the 
representatives of Jewish organi- 
zations from various parts of the 
world to advise the negotiators 
during the parleys. Neville Laski 
and James de Rothschild are Brit- 
ish members of the negotiating 
committee. 


The Jewish Agency maintained 
its decision to participate in the 
parleys despite a strong movement 
in some quarters for a boycott in 
protest against Britain’s attitude 
on immigration. A boycott would 
be equivalent to “running away 
from the battlefield,” Moshe Sher- 
tok, head of the agency’s political 
department, told a Poale-Zion 
meeting here, asserting that the 
parleys afforded the Jews an op- 
portunity to proclaim Jewish 
rights. 

Rumors regarding British plans 
are rife. The New Zionist. Organi- 
zation’s press bureau reported that 
a cabinet subcommittee. had pre 
pared a scheme for Palestine can- 
tonization, including wide local 
powers for the Arab and Jewish 
cantons over immigration and oth- 
er matters, to b eimposed if no 
agreement is reached at the con- 
ferences.

Turning, as our work demands, 
from the small employer to the 
giant corporation, and vice versa, 
we dwell for a moment on the im- 
portant lithographic industry. I 
bring this up now in order to show 
the diversity of our work and the 
complexity of the general problem. 

Having been told by a number 
of experienced workers that in this 
specialized industry Jewish persons 
have great difficulty not only in 
obtaining employment, but even in 
entering the trade, we examined 
the situation. Nine firms, consti- 
tuting the majority of the out- 
standing organizations in this field, 
were visited. 

The lithographing firms under 
Jewish control that were studied 
showed an average of about 11 per 
cent Jewish personnel, whereas 
those firms which were under non- 
Jewish control showed a represen- 
tation of Jewish workers under 4 
per cent. One firm was found, un- 
der joint’ control, with a large pro- 
portion of the workers Jewish. This 
organization was unique in many 
ways, and employed more Jewish 
personnel than all of the staffs of 
the Jewish-owned, plus non-Jew- 
ish-owned firms, which we studied, 
put together. 

The explanation given by most 
of the firms for the small percent- 
,age of Jews was that the origin 

s- 1 th@-iinograpic industry was 
German. Whatever the reasons, 
our findings indicated that young 
men who wish to follow this trade 
find the doors of the industry all 
but closed. A youth desirous of 
preparing for the trade must first 
serve an apprenticeship. The num- 
ber of apprentices, however, is lim- 
ited.

Freedom of the Press 
Claims Editor’s Chair 
Reprehensible 

To the Editor: 

I am amazed to read in your last 
issue that I oppose sending money 
to Palestine. Such a statement is 
an absolute untruth and unwar- 
ranted by anything I said on the 
subject under lodge discussion. 

As a matter. of fact, I voted for 
the appropriation of $25 for the 
Golden Book, which was in accord- 
ance with the report of the finance 
committee. I opposed the increase 
to $50 on three grounds: First, 
that the state of the lodge finances 
did not permit and that stretching 
a point in favor of supporting a 
local Jewish Forum did not _per- 
mit us to continue spending More 
than we had. Secondly, that the 
Jewish National Fund was includ- 
ed in the Jewish Welfare Fund ap- 
propriation for Palestine, and that 
I did not favor any community so- 
licitation for beneficiaries of the 
Welfare Fund, as an interference 
with the success of that outstand- 
ing community endeavor to meet 
the needs that are, under present 
conditions, greater than ever. 
Third, with the English position 
undefined, with the Arab warfare 
going on, with the limitation of im- 
migration into Palestine, I doubted 
the wisdom at this time of acquir- 
ing more land, which is the sole 
purpose of the J.N.F. 

I emphasized that the voting of 
$25 would show our local friendli- 
ness to the cause and that the 
B’nai B’rith Order had proved its 
interest in Palestine by its gift of 
$100,000. 

To construe what I said as my 
opposing giving money to Pales- 
tine savors of a deliberate misrep- 
resentation of fact. I am a mem- 
ber of the Zionist district here, 
joining many years before Hitler. 


LI have steadfastly championed in

Furthermore, apprentices obtain 
their appointments generally 
through social connections, or 
through persons employed in the 
industry. Available apprenticeship 
places are manifestly at a high 
premium. It is thus difficylt, in 
view of the small proportion of 
Jews now in the industry, for Jew- 
ish boys to gain admittance. 

There is also an extremely small 
labor turnover, and a job in the in- 
dustry generally means a life-time 
connection. While we found a low 
proportion of Jews in the industry, 
it is gratifying to record our be- 
lief that the trade union of this 
industry is fair and does not prac- 
tice discrimination. 

Lithography is a field which 
Jewish youth should strive to en- 
ter despite the limitations above 
outlined. The Congress cannot hope 
to modify the apprenticeship regu- 
lations, but effective work by it 
can help remove the existing bars 
of discrimination against Jewish 
youth. 


Youth Survey 

The extent of the problem in at- 
tempting to work for and serve 
Jewish youth is not as clearly eval- 
uated as it should be. The Ameri- 
can Jewish.Congress is indebted to 
the Welfare Council of New York, 
which spent $25,000 recently on an 
excellent survey of the effects of 
the depression upon youth in New 
York City. It is a survey your 
commission had been hoping to 
make, but it was beyond our finan- 
cial capacity. The Welfare Council

A few items culled from the 
news bulletin of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in Jerusalem reveal the ex- 
tent of the accomplishments of that 
already famous school of learning. 
One relates how Dr. Fritz Boden- 
heimer, professor of general zool- 
ogy and entomology at the univer- 
sity, has been granted a leave of 
absence for three years, in order to 
undertake the reorganization of 
the entomological service of the 
Turkish government. 

A second story tells of a visit to 
England by Dr. Ladislaus Farkas, 
professor of physical chemistry at 
the university. While in England 
to attend a scientific convention, 
he was asked to deliver lectures at 
Manchester University and the 
University of Newcastle. These 
he delivered, but press of business 
forced him to- forego the opportu- 
nity of lecturing at Cambridge. Dr. 
Farkas is the youngest professor 
at Hebrew University. 

A third item tells of the visit to 
Denmark and Sweden of Dr. Hugo 
Bergmann, professor of philosophy 
and former rector of the univer- 
sity. Dr. Bergmann was invited to 
lecture’at the universities of Gore- 
borg, Stockholm and Upsala and 
was the guest of honor at numer-

We Have a Right to Know 


goeeres the founder of Christianity had to 

perform miracles before his disciples accorded 
him blind faith, national Jewish organizations, 
none of whom claim supernatural ability, are 
asking American Jewry to face the rise of Anti- 
Semitism in the United States “calmly.” 

American Jewry is growing uneasy. Any Amer- 
ican Jew with eyes and a radio knows what is 
happening here. Meeting in Washington this 
week, the B’nai B’rith executive committee heard 
the Anti-Defamation League report on the grow- 
ing number of anti-Semitic groups. Last week the 
General Defense Council iss@ed a comprehensive 
pamphlet refuting Father Coughlin’s radio 
charges. There is no attempt to hide the trend. 

In face of this situation, neither the General 
Defense Council or the Anti-Defamation League 
has broken its iron-clad principle of no statements 
in any case. This paper has hammered away con- 
sistently for the release by these groups of timely 
news articles telling of their work in counter- 
acting the more notorious attempts to undermine 
the position of Jews in the United States. Other 
papers have called for the same harmless news 
releases, but the groups except to ask for support, 
have been as silent as a Jew in Germany. 


As a result, the uneasiness among American 
Jewry has grown to proportions where an actual 
uprising against the evident inability of present 
groups to cope with the situation would not be 
surprising. On all sides, Jews see new anti- 
Semitic incidents, but from nowhere does their 
come any assurance except a plea for calmness. 
American Jewry is prepared to follow its leader- 
ship and to obey discipline, but why the necessity 
for holding it in complete ignorance of the whole 
situation. 

The American Jewish Committee annual meet- 
ing recently let it be known that the General De- 
fense Council was issuing the Coughlin pamphlet. 
The B’nai B’rith meeting in Washington told of 
the number of cases handled by the Anti-Defama- 
tion League, but stopped at that point, except to 
add another pious declaration for democracy 
(rule of, by and for the people) to the plethora 
of utterances of this kind. 

American Jewry has a right to know. If the 
situation is out of the hands of present organiza- 
tions, let the Jews of the United States know. 
Honesty must be a good policy, at least everyone 
says so. And knowledge, too, is held up as a bene- 
ficient principle. 


Current Comment 


The Jewish Ledger Publications Deplore Stand 
of Jewish War Veterans on Communist Question— 
The Jewish War Veterans of America, that large, 
prosperous and flourishing organization of former 
fighting men, seems to have become father, or 
rather godfather, to a branch organiation which 
has come to the fore recently. It is the American 
Jewish Federation to Combat Communism (and 
apparently as an afterthought, Fascism and Nazi- 
ism). 

Its emergence bears witness to the concern of 
American Jews over the oft-repeated charges of 
professional anti-Semites and Fascist agents in 
this country, that Jews are Communists and 
Communists are Jews, in free interchangability 
ad libitum and ad infinitum. Its aim is apparently 
to impress upon the public mind the real facts 
about Jewish affiliations. : 

So far, so good. The majority of American 
Jews are not Communists and so are apt to ap- 
prove all attempts to correct charges that they 
belong in a camp which they have no desire to 
enter. But it behooves all of us, just the same, 
to stop and ponder a while over the possible im- 
plications of this new movement. Where will it 
stop? With what questionable and dangerous 
company will it get tangled up, when as an 
avowedly anti-Communist outfit, it gets drawn 
into other movements whose aim is merely to use 
the anti-Communist bait as a pretext and red 
herring to attack all liberal and democratic insti- 
tutions. We American Jews cannot afford to 
dabble in such potential dynamite and so help to 
dig our own graves. 

Last year practically all Jewish organizations 
in this country put themselves on record, at their 
national conventions, as being unalterably op- 
posed to anything whatsoever which menaced 
American democracy. This year, a change seems 
to have set in. Jewish groups are forming the 
habit of opening their deliberations with blanket 
denunciations of “Communism” and without even 
defining what they mean by Communism. If they 
are doing this to please and placate Father 
Coughlin, then is their definition of Communism 
the same as his? If so, then American Jews are 
parting company with their own supporters and 
sympathizers, all those Christian individuals and 
groups who from time to time during 1938 have 
unequivocally expressed the opinion that the de- 
fense of Jews, the fight against anti-Semitism is 
a fight for the preservation of democracy, and 
that attacks on liberal groups and institutions 
are the pretext of fighting “Communism” is no 
way to help preserve American democracy. 

We hope that those Jews who, perhaps quite 
sincerely and honestly, have been drawn into this 
new movement will think twice before swallowing 
the Coughlin bait and siding with reaction from 
motives of fear and timidity. Don’t fall into the 
trap. They are trying to destroy democracy to 
replace liberalism with Fascism. Come then to 


the defense of democracy, to the support of lib- 
erals, and give the red herring a much-needed rest.

Philadelphia Jewish Exponent Takes Issue 
With Use of Refugee Benefit as Attraction for 
Affairs—Strange indeed are some of the manifes- 
tations of interest in the plight of the German 
refugees. Daily the postman brings requests for 
this, that and the other project—all aiming to 
alleviate the distress of the Nazi victims. Nor is 
the number of personal interviews limited. 


Take the case of the committee of young people 
that called the other day. What did they want? 
That most precious of all articles; that which edi- 
tors give so begrudgingly though they can’t keep 
it for themselves: publicity. The facts were these: 
They had rented a hall at a cost of about $250. 
An orchestra was engaged at a cost of approxi- 
mately $150. There were incidental expenses— 
printing, postage, etc., aggregating not less than 
an additional $100, making a total expense of not 
less than $500. Tickets for this dance are to sell 
at 50 cents each, Publicity, with especial em- 
phasis on the urgency of the need, the tragedy, 
etc., would help to sell these tickets. 

An obstinate—hard boiled, they call him—edi- 
tor insisted on asking a few pertinent questions. 
Noting that the affair was scheduled for Friday 
evening, he wanted to know why of all nights in 
the week they had to choose Friday evening. Well, 
they never thought of that. Jewish young people, 
many of them associated with or the sons and 
daughters of those actively associated with syna- 
gogues, but they never thought of that. Couldn’t 
the evening be changed? It was too late for that 
and—the committee insisted—no one would take 
this Friday night business as seriously as the 
editor. So much for that. 

But there was still another consideration. Tick- 
ets were supposed to sell at 50 cents each. This 
means at least one thousand tickets would have 
to be sold and paid for before one cent could be 
applied to German refugees. Could they sell a 
thousand tickets? Well—and this is a true tran- 
script of the answer—without publicity they 
might sell a thousand tickets. With publicity they 
could sell more. How many more? It is hard to 
say. Maybe several hundred; maybe more; maybe 
less, depending on circumstances. 

When told that this was unfair exploitation of 
the Jewish tragedy, the committee was quite in- 
dignant; left in a huff and let the editor know 
that they would proceed without the aid of the 
Jewish Exponent, quite certain that they would 
break even. 

This is only one instance. We may revert to 
this matter at a later date. 

In the meantime, it would be well for members 
of the community to ask a few questions before 
buying tickets for this, that or the other affair 
presumably in the interest of the German refu- 
gees.
